Just six years ago this writer fought a losing 


battle against what he considered unfair attacks on 
the then City Attorney Irving Smith. The charges 
were that Smith had deprived the city of use of its 
oil money for citywide purposes. The allegations used 
resulted in the defeat of Smith—and his subsequent 
suicide. He was a sensitive man who felt he had been 
defeated on false issues. This writer agreed with this 
view. The treasurer of the successful campaign was 
the present City Attorney Walhfred Jacobson.

Now we find the same tactics being used against 


Gerald Desmond, who is an opposing candidate to 
Jacobson in the coming election. This time the allega- 
tions arc that Desmond "takes credit" for giving away 
Our tideland oil money to the state. This writer has 
taken no part in the campaign to date. But here again 
he sees a deliberate attempt to mislead the people— 
and once again the present City Attorney is permit- 
ting these charges and allegations to go out on his 
behalf. 


We had hoped this campaign would be handled 


on an ethical plane in keeping with the high responsi- 
bilities of the office. 
But since the Jacobson forces 


have attacked the personal integrity of Desmond it is 
time to state the reasons why he was induced to run 
for office. It was because Jacobson carries a "chip on 
on his shoulder," is generally discourteous to people 
with whom he disagrees and shows this attitude in 
negotiating with department heads and with the state 
authorities with whom the city must deal. 


As to the charges that Desmond has been re- 


sponsible for giving away anything to the state, Ja- 
cobson knows—as does all his committee 
that 


Desmond was one of several local officials who fought 
long and hard to save the tideland oil money for Long 
Beach. This was the fight on the Allen Bill, which 
would have taken all the money. This was after the 
Mallon case decision, which was lost after being de- 
fended by Jacobson and after he had refused to ac- 
cept help of special counsel which the City Council 
was ready to provide. 


Out of that fight Long Beach saved half the oil 


money—got the two bridges across the flood control 
—the Navy Landing—Armed Services YMCA—the 
Marina and money to pay for lifeguards and care of 
our beaches. Subsidence has virtually been stopped 
and money is available to carry on all our harbor de- 
velopment and to carry out widespread improvements 
on our beaches. H was a victory for the city and well 
may Jacobson take part in claiming credit because he 
—or his deputies—sat in on every conference and de- 
cision that was made. But now he permits his cam- 
paign allegations to indicate that Desmond had given 
away—rather than helped to save—this oil money in 
our dealing with the state.

We have disagreed with Desmond on many oc- 


casions, but we have complete confidence in his in- 
tegrity, ability and dedication to holding for Long 
Beach all the rights it has in our great tideland oil 
field. We know him to be dedicated to walking in the 
footsteps of his distinguished father, Judge Walter 
Desmond. That could mean nothing but a loyalty to 
Long Beach greater than all but a few men hold. Des- 
mond has passed over an almost certain appointment 
to a judgeship. He has clearly stated he would accept 
no such appointment during his term of office, should 
he be elected City Attorney. 


We do not find it pleasant to oppose an incum- 


bent seeking re-election. We would have remained si- 
lent had not the "Irving Smith" attack tactics been 
brought out by the Jacobson campaign. The first such 
attack was made 10 days ago. We remained silent, 
hoping Jacobson would disavow the allegations. But 
it was repeated the past week. He cannot now avoid 
responsibility for it. Such tactics resulted in the death 
of the former City Attorney. They should not now be 
allowed to go unchallenged when they are directed 
at a man who has as fine a record of public service 
as Gerald Desmond.—L.A.C.

The heart of the device, de- 


signed to be put into orbit 
in.a space vehicle, is R 30- 
pound atomic clock so ac- 
curate that it will neither lose 
nor gain one second in a 
thousand years. 


Purpose of the complicated 


gadget is to make a physical 
check on Dr. Albert Einstein's 
special law of relativity which 
states that time runs slower 
at high velocities outside the 
influence of gravitation. 


According to Einstein's cal- 


culations, a man who traveled 
20 years through space at 
speeds near that of light 
waves, or 186,000 miles a sec- 
ond, would return to find the 
earth millions of years older. 


To test this conclusion, the 


Hughes scientists working un 
dcr Dr. Harold Lyons, head o: 
the atomic physics depart 
went, plan to put their clock 
into orbit at 8,000 miles alti- 
tude at about 18,01)0 miles 
an hour. *

BY COMPARING radio sig- 


nals of the "ticking" of the 
orbiting clock with a syn- 
chronized counterpart clock 
on earth, the scientists expect 
to corroborate Eins'ein'Alaw. 
The atomic clockwatcher will 
know Einstein was right if 
the difference between the 
radio signal and the earth- 
bound clock is as much as 
one second in 60 years. 


This does not mean the 


experiment must run for six 
decades before it pays off. 
Because 
accurate 
measure- 


ments of the relativity predic- 
tions can be made within a 
satellite flight of three weeks, 
the Hughes clock is being 
built with an operational life 
span of 500 hours. 


The clocks to he used in 


the experiment are being con- 
structed under a 5200,000 
development contract 
from 


the.National Aeronautic and 
Space Administration. 


They will bear no resem- 


blance to ordinary wall clocks, 
Dr. Lyons explained recently, 
although they could furnish 
the power source for such 
timepieces. The atomic clock 
looks more like the inside of 
a television set. 


The device consists of a 


foot-long electron tube hous- 
ing a stream of ammonia par- 
ticles,

Here's a primer on Long 


Beach's city primary nominat- 
ing election May 10, for which 
sample ballots were mailed 
to the city's 150,190 regis- 
tered voters last week. 


The voter will cast a ballot 


for one candidate for City 
Council of those candidates 
standing for election in his 
district. Candidates receiving 
the first and second high to- 
tals in each of the nine Coun- 
cil Districts are nominated. 
When the two high nominees 
face each other in the June 
7 general election, every voter 
then has the privilege of vot- 
ing citywide, naming nine 
choices.

Street Program 
Cost Estimated 
at $60 Million 


By GEORGE WEEKS 


A $60,841,000 program of Long Beacli street improve- 


ments, intended to correct "critical deficiencies" over a 
20-year period, has been formulated by City Engineer 
Jess D. Gilkerson as part of a statewide move toward 
modernizing urban roadways. 


The projected improvements are based on the latest 


inventory of the local street system, along with existing 
and future traffic conditions. 


They provide for only the more urgently needed ad- 


ditions and betterments but conform generally with the 
revised master street plan approved by the City Planning 
Commission. 


Omitted are freeway and highway construction for 


which the state rather than the city- assumes responsi- 
bility. 


The $60-million-plus figure is within financing reach, 


the city engineer declared, if the State Legislature de- 
cides to increase substantially the allotment of gasoline 
taxes to local governments.

GILKERSON'S STAFF compiled the 42-page summary 


in compliance with a resolution adopted at the 1959 ses- 
sion of the Legislature. Copies were filed with top of- 
ficials of the state highway division for review and re- 
ferral to legislators. Similar reports are being filed by all 
other California cities. 


One result may be a legislative attempt in 1961 to in- 


crease the stale gasoline tax by one cent. 


The program is detailed by five-year increments and 


is classified in three categories of improvements. 


These deficiencies arc shown for Long Beach: Major 


arterials, 92.14 miles, $32,899,000; collector streets, 23.17 
miles, $7,942,000, and local streets, 516 miles, $20,000,- 
000. 


Of the $60,841,000 estimated total cost based on pres- 


ent prices, $50,223,000 consists of construction and $10,- 
618,000 for right of way.

THE ENGINEERS' REPORT gives this summary of

A CURSORY READING OF Propositions B and B-l 


on the May 10 municipal ballot may suggest to 


the reader that the measures are identical in purpose. 


Actually, they are very much alike, but there are 


distinctions which, in all fairness to Proposition B, 
should be made. 


* * * 
PROPOSITION B-l IS A thoroughly objectionable 


measure. It is a proposal to authorize the Mayor, 
with council confirmation, to appoint "advisors, con- 
sultants and legislative advocates." 


This measure would open the door to the creation 


of little councilmanic empires, promoted and kept in 
operation by crews of field deputies and 
publicity 


men. 
There would be nothing to prevent a council 


from hiring "advisors, consultants and legislative ad- 
vocates" for the purpose of keeping that council in 
office. One effect would be to throw the nine coun- 
cilrnen into administrative competition with the City 
Manager, thus giving the city 10 Managers and po- 
litical chaos. Proposition B-l is a dangerous measure, 
and we strongly urge its rejection. 


* * * 
AS FOR PROPOSITION B, its basic purpose is 


to clarify the Council's right to hire the clerical staff 
and administrative assistant in the Mayor's office. 
This is a good purpose, and to this extent the measure 
is a good one. 


The troublesome thing about Proposition B is its 


apparent broadness of scope. Possibly it could be 
interpreted as giving the Council the same free rein 
Which Proposition B-l would authorize. 


Proposition B states: 
"The Mayor may appoint, with the confirmation 


of the City Council, to fill such positions as shall have 
been created by the City Council, such assistants, 
secretaries, stenographers and clerical help as may 
be deemed necessary to serve in the office of the 
Mayor and City Council to aid them in fulfilling their 
legislative duties under the City Charter." 


* * * 
THE PROBLEMATIC WORD there is "assistants." 


Could not that, too, mean lobbyists and publicity 
men? 


We agree that this interpretation is possible. In 


reality, if the public rejects Proposition B-l, obvious- 
ly the Council would be put on notice that the voters 
want not such broad interpretation of Proposition B. 


As a generality, this may be said of the two meas- 


ures: B is questionable but, if properly interpreted, 
could serve a useful purpose; B-l, however, is dan- 
gerous on its face and should be defeated. 


Our recommendation: A qualified "Yes" on B, a 


positive "No" on B-l.

WASHINGTON—Republican convention managers have a 


problem on their hands—where to schedule President 


Eisenhower's appearance on the program. 


Some strategists want to put him on as early as pos- 


sible. They reason that they must build up the stature of 
their candidate, Vice President Nixon, as a man standing 
on his own feet and not laboring in the shadow of Ike. 
Were the President to appear near the end, some of the

At present, the managers are inclined to separate the 


convention appearances of the President and the man they 
hope will be the next President. That's why a lot of serious 
consideration is being given to asking Ike to give the con- 
vention keynote address right at the beginning. 


Another problem that GOP high command thinks about 


is keeping up the interest of television viewers in their 
show. At the present, the nomination looks like a cut and 
dried proposition for Nixon. 


Said one Republican leader wrestling with that problem: 


"Well, 1 guess we'll give 'em a short speech, then a West- 
ern; another shot speech and another Western; we'll 
nominate the candidate—and then run a third Western."

Nixon is considering young, personable Sen. Thruston B. 
Morton of Kentucky as a possible running mate. Morton, 
who is also GOP National Committee Chairman, will, if 
possible, decline the offer. Why? Because he's a Republi- 
can senator from Kentucky and a seat from the state of 
bourbon and horses is awfully hard to come by for a Re- 
publican.

around a little bit. Or plumbing deficien- 
cies were remedied by hiring a man com- 
petent with a shovel. 


Consumers don't have a ghost of a de- 


fense against mercantile slickers of the 
mid-20th Century, except 
for reasonable prudence, 
faith in established mer- 
chants and faith in spe- 
cialists whose main con- 
cern is protection of con- 
sumer interests.

Not only do they have 
local law enforcement groups sitting in, 
but also a special representative of the 
consumer fraud division of the State At- 
torney General's office. The rest of the 
Counsel's mission is exposure and public 
education. This alignment usually adds up 
to swift justice against the racketeers and 
high-pressure salesmen.

"No one is Safe from the living room 


racketeer," Cole says. "There is a'sales- 
man made who can take each one 'of us." 


Cole told of the music lesson dodge. 


A shlock or "suede shoe boy" calls in the 
early evening, after the Better Business 
Bureau is closed, after schools are closed, 
and tells parents their little boy has ex- 
ceptional musical talents—his teacher says 
so. After lessons, the boy will get a uni- 
form: and will ride in an accordion band on 
a float in the Rose Bowl Parade. Parents 
often end up signing a contract for about 
$500 worth of stuff, which includes an 
accordion and lessons. 


The accordion is a piece of junk which 


has some operating keys, some painted on. 
Lessons are often inferior. The deal turns 
out to be very shabby indeed. Meanwhile, 
the $500 contract has been sold to a collec- 
tion agency and the huckster is gone. 


"Signature" is the magic word to the 


con man. The consumer's signature on a 
contract is valuable merchandise which 
the crooks can sell easily. En route to get- 
ting the signature they may promise the 
moon but the contract itself may be sheer 
dross, cold, businesslike and final. 


* • * * ' . • 


Consumers Counsel is designed 'to be 


the instrument of a- statewide defender 
against the fly-by-night operators. Cole 
points out that some.local laws are not 
strong enough to nab the crooks, but 
through cooperation of state and local 
bunco experts and a compilation of all 
available law against the racketeer, the 
most massive assault can be made against 
operators who drain millions of dollars 
each year from honest, established mer- 
chants.

public protest. They called 
on Mr. Eisenhower to "ex- 
plain why during this elec- 
tion year he has suddenly 
decided to relinquish his 
job as President to the 
candidale he has endorsed 
as his successor." 
They 


addod: 


"By 
this obvious and 


transparent partisan move, 
the Republican administra- 
tion has subordinated the 
hopes of Americans and 
free men everywhere for 
peace in the world to the 
political ambitions of Vice 
President Nixop." 


Such a statement seems 


inrrodiblo. Without bother- 
ing lo look into the facts 


a n d 
circumstances sur- 


rounding 
the 
President's 


decision, the 55 Democrats 
jumped to the conclusion 
that it was all just a 
brazen p o l i t i c a l move. 
What probably happened is 
thai some publicity man in 
the Democratic camp pre- 
pared the statement and 
rushed to get signatures on 
Capitol Hill. 


What, however, are the 


facts about the President's 
decision? They could easily 
have been obtained.

Eisenhower 
said 
to

press con T e r e n c e on 
Wednesday: 


"Congress is in session 


and there are a number of 
bills that are important be- 
fore the Congress. If they 
should come at an awk- 
ward time for me, and I 
felt that they should be 
vetoed—now, I have quite 
a tough time schedule be- 
cause any important bill 
that requires a veto, not 
only requires Ihe most, the 
deepest study in the de- 
partments concerned, but 
it demands daily consulta- 
tion with me because I am 
the one that has got to be 
convinced that this is a 
bad bill or a good bill and 
therefore you cannot do 
this—if these bills are im- 
portant—from a distance. 


"Now, the only reason 


that I happen to have said 
this in Ibis particular case 
is that we don't know how 
long this 'summit' meeting 
is going to be. In 1955 we 
had a rather, a pretly good 
understanding of the num- 
ber 
of days. 
Everybody 


agreed that this time it 
should go as long as it was 
foil necessary. So, since I 
am leaving on Ihe 14lh and 
had lo fix a dale for my 
visit to Portugal on Sun- 
day, I took the 23rd to the 
24lh. This is getling along 
al a rather long period. So 
I said if domestic require- 
ments did bring me back, 
I would have to ask Mr. 
Nixon to serve for me as 
the head of Ihe delegalion. 
This doesn't mean that I 
expect him to be there but 
I was — simply put the 
warning." 


The key to the Presi- 


dent's purpose may be read 
between the lines. The So- 
viets want a long confer- 
ence. 
Mr. E i s e n h o w e r 


doesn't want to spend sev- 
eral weeks in Paris. In the 
1955 
conference at 
the 


"summit" 
in 
Geneva, a 


time limit was placed on 
the whole thing. This has 
not been done for the com- 
ing Paris conference. 


It was natural, therefore, 


for Mr. Eisenhower to utter 
a word of warning. It was 
a difficult and delicate sub- 


ject to handle, internation- 
ally speaking, so the Presi- 
dent d e c i d e d to serve 
warning indirectly that he 
would nol engage in a pro- 
longed palaver at Paris. 
This is a maneuver in the 
conduct of foreign relations 
which the President ought 
to be able to make without 
the sabotaging taclics of 
parlisans on Capitol Hill. 


Surely the President of 


the United Stales ought to 
be free from petty sniping 
as he prepares for a "sum- 
mit" conference on which 
hope for peace and dis- 
armament is being based 
throughout the world. Sure- 
ly Ihere must be ample 
lime belwcen 
June 
and 


November of this year for 
the. snipers and the smear- 
crs to carry on their parti- 
san attacks against Mr. 
Nixon. Surely mere attend- 
ance for a couple days or 
even a week at the "sum- 
mit" conference by Vice 
President Nixon, ai he sits 
in for the President till Mr. 
Eisenhower can return to 
Paris or until the confer- 
ence adjourns, is not some- 
thing so ^alastrophic to the 
Democratic party's hnpos 
for victory in 1960 as to 
cause so many of its mfrn- 
bers in the House, as well 
as some in the Senate, to 
lose perspective.

Scopes Trial 
Drama Opens 
on L.B. Stage 


Clarance Darrow for the 


defense is only thinly dis- 
guised in the Lawrence and 
J.ee drama "Inherit the Wind," 
which opened this weekend 
at the Off-Broadway Theater. 
The play is a dramatization 
of the famous Scopes trial in 
Tennessee of the 20s, a trial 
celebrated, if not immortal- 
ized, by a Baltimore news- 
paperman named Mencken. 


Mencken is dead, Darrow 


is dead, prosecutor William 
Jennings Bryan is dead, and 
Scopes has long since passed 
out of public view. All, how- 
ever, come to life for a few 
memorable moments on the 
stage. More than Scopes was 
on trial in t h a t hot little 
courtroom. The modern scien- 
tific world was pitted against 
a narrow view of the world, 
and the decision was an im- 
portant one. 


It was an exciting event, 


too, as the play makes clear. 
A courtroom scene is a nat- 
ural for a playwright, and 
Lawrence and Lee play this 
one for all it is worth. If 
it. is less gripping upon oc- 
casion than it might be, the 
fault lies in the production, 
not in the script.

'mountains, some streams that never knew a dry spell 
will be without water before mid-July, and that embraces 
some of the most popular creeks in the Sierras. 


When the Fish and Game Department starts worrying 


about streams that feed its hatcheries as early as April, 
one begins to realize just how low the water supply can 


- be, and that is what is happening this year. 


So, when you are told to do your trout fishing as 


early as possible, take heed. It may mean the difference 


• between a full or partial limit of trout, or nothing!*

although it was HOT, few 
jeqple seemed to mind as 
h£y golfed, swam, hiked or 
downed a'tall, cool one in the 
air-conditioned night spots 
along the .Palm Springs strip.

DDING A ROOM or two to the 
family homestead now 
is as 


commonplace in the Long Beach area 
as a minor fence repair job was a 
few years ago. 


Maturing of local residential areas 


is the principal cause of this phe- 
nomenon of the construction industry, 
but it is also a reflection of increased 
incomes and higher standards of liv- 
ing according lo those in the growing 
business 
of 
catering lo rebuilding 


needs. 


"Almost half of the homes on ev- 


ery block in some local areas already 
have been remodeled," a prominent 
local contractor p o i n t e d out last 
week. "Most of the other half will be 
remodeled within the next five years." 


Most of the houses undergoing en- 


largement or modernization w e r e 
originally built and purchased 10 to 
15 years ago when the buyer's family 
was small, the contractor explained. 


"NOW THE OWNER finds his 


family has outgrown the original two 
or three bedrooms, and at the same 
time now can afford what he once 
would have regarded as a luxury," he 
said. "But after pricing new homes, 
he often comes to the conclusion that 
it is easier and better lo add on to 
the place he owns." 


The decision to enlarge 
rather 


than move offers many advantages, 
according lo experls. In addilion to 
savings in over-all cost, it enables the 


family to r e m a i n in the familiar 
school area and within the circle of 
old friends and neighbors. 


Another reason for the popularity 


of remodeling is the ease with which 
arrangements can be made for all or 
any part of a construction job. Those 
who specialize in this field offer a 
wide choice of services and package 
plans for the prospective home mod- 
ernizer. 


TYPICAL IS the contractor who 


will do the specified job completely, 
from helping design the proposed ad- 
dition lo drawing up the plans, clear- 
ing code permits, doing the work and 
even providing financing. 


The same builder will stop short 


at any point of the construction to 
permil the handyman owner to com- 
plete the job if he wishes, thus elim- 
inating finishing costs. Many of the 
current remodeling jobs are mere 
shells erected by commercial builders, 
to be finished off on the do-it-yourself 
principle. 


Family rooms are the most de- 


sired of current addition projects in 
the local area, contractors report. 
Next most numerous is the bedroom 
and bath addition, closely followed 
by the single bathroom addition and 
then the kitchen remodeling project. 


COSTS OF ENLARGING a home 


vary according to the situation, but 
contractors estimate that a family 
room can be added for a cost of less

THAT FRIENDSHIP means and 


how far a person should go in 


being a friend were discussed recent- 
ly by a number of men. The discus- 
sion was part of an idea of rehabilita- 
tion in penology and is known as the 
"therapeutic community" concept. 
The participants were 104 men sta- 


tioned at Pilot Rock, the new $306,000 
conservation camp in a wooded can- 
yon six miles north of Crestline, op- 
erated jointly by the California De- 
partment of Corrections and the Cali- 
fornia Division of Forestry. 


"The whole idea comes down to 


an intensive group-counseling pro- 


gram," says Floyd A. Chamlee, cor- 
rectional lieutenant in charge of the 
new venture. "In these sessions the 
men air their feelings about daily 
frictions, then discuss the reasons 
causing them to react against rules 
of society and their being sent to us." 


Not just anyone is permitted to 


engage in the camp rehabilitation 
project. 


"The men are screened by a clas- 


sification committee," says John T. 
Breen, correctional captain in charge 
of conservation camps for the Cali- 
fornia Institution for Men. "A man 
must first be a safe custody risk. We 
must be fairly certain that he won't 
run away. He must be physically fit 
to perform fireline duties. Most of all, 
he must show evidence of wanting to 
change — morally a n d spiritually — 
from the kind of life that put him 
here." 


AFTER BEING interviewed and 


passing 
intelligence and maturity 


tests, a man is referred to the classi- 
fication committee for further tests, 
which determine his fitness for Pilot 
Rock. "We refer to our charges not 
as prisoners or inmates but as men,"

says Robert L. Eklnnd, associate su- 
perintendent-custody of the California 
Institution for Men and division head 
of the conservation camps. "Prior to 
arriving at Pilot Rock, tlie men are 
given attitude and personality tests 
to determine how they feel about au- 
thority, about their relations with 
people, about their former environ- 
ment. Then they are given training m 
forestry work, which 
includes fire 


prevention, fire control, and building 
fire trails. 
Before undertaking fire 


fighting, they must bn conditioned for 
working in the mountains. They are 
trained physically like an athlete so 
that they can climb mountains rapid- 
ly.""Camp 
fire-fighting 
crews arc 


rated among the most effective forest 
fire fighters in the nation," says Capt. 
Breen. 
Therapeutic community living was 


first put into operation by Dr. Max- 
well Jones in England's Belmont Hos- 
pital. Dennie BrigfiS, consultant for 
the camp, has studied the method 
with Dr. Jones in England. Out of 
such earlier efforts in mental hospital 
settings the application to adult pe- 
nology developed. The men are given 
regular interviews and tests to de- 
termine their progress in inter-person- 
al relationships 
and rehabilitation. 


Once a man finds why he went wrong, 
he may be well on his way once again 
to becoming a useful citizen. 


THE CAMPS HELP get rid of idle- 


ness in prisons by providing produc- 
tive employment for the men. They 
learn good work habits and certain 
skills they otherwise would not de- 
velop. 
Thus the cost of operating 


prisons is cut down, and men are bet- 
ter prepared for their release. It is 
the belief of-the California Depart- 
ment of Corrections that a man has 
a better chance of paining this prep- 
aration away from the prison setting. 


Very few escapes are attempted, 


even though security is at a minimum 
in camp. "The men know that if they 
try to escape, they would be given a 
long sentence on being captured and 
never again have a chance at another 
camp program. The men at Pilot Rock 
are mostly in prison for the first 
time, are under 40, arc physically fit, 
and are bent on self-improvement. 


When not in one of the counsel- 


ing programs or working from 8 a. m. 
to 5 p. m. six days a week in the 
forest, they have available a complete 
recreation program and have religious 
services on Sundays. 
Furthermore, 


canvas and upholstery shops, operat- 
ed by the Division of Forestry, enable 
them to learn a trade that would be 
useful to them on being released. 


It is planned that the new living 


community program will also be in- 
stituted at a conservation camp to 
be located on the grounds of the Cali- 
fornia Institution for Men at Chino. 
Crews assigned to it will work on 
forestry -projects within a 50-mile 
radius,

vas is gaining new fame for 
color and style and for its 
up-to-date solutions to some 
familiar problems of modem 
housing. If you think of can- 
vas primarily as awning mate- 
rial, you're underrating the 
versatility of this old stand-by 
which can be used 
for a 


variety of weather shields. 


One type, illustrated, is a 


shield made of 12-ounce duck 
tied to aluminum pipes for 
either wind or sun protection.

THE OTHER development 


is vinyl coating the canvas. 
This gives a brilliantly col-

HOME IMPROVEMENT 
How About a Garden Walk? 


Large flagstone blocks in many colors form an attractive ap- 
proach to this front entrance. Curving form is eye-appealing. 


f->ARDEN walks offer the 
^* possibility of becoming 
one of the most interesting 
features in home landscaping. 
They should be considered 
from both an ornamental and 
utilitarian point of view. It is 
important that the material 
selected for the path fit well 
with the surrounding effects 
as well as the home itself. 
You will discover that plan- 
ning a garden walk can be 
just as creative as planting 
the seeds of your flowers. 


Although a straight line is 


undoubtedly the shortest dis- 
tance between two points, it 
is equally true that in some 
instances a curved line may 
prove more attractive. There 
are certainly no fixed rules as 
to the exact route a garden

path should follow. But, gen- 
erally speaking, a walk that 
serves only the purpose of 
utility should not be round- 
about. For example, the serv- 
ice path between the sidewalk 
and a rear porch should be 
established on straight lines. 
The milkman and other trades 
people will certainly appre- 
ciate the direct approach. 


ORNAMENTAL W A L K S 


are usually constructed in a 
meandering manner in order 
to provide the most attractive 
appearance, and a walk in a 
garden is usually ideal in fol- 
lowing a curved route. In ad- 
dition, it provides the viewer 
with a more complete and 


varied scenic effect. Curved 
lines frequently tend to make 
a small garden look larger, 
and this certainly is a worth- 
while achievement. 


During recent years a great 


many new materials 
have 


been introduced for garden 
walks and paths. Before start- 
ing the actual construction it 
is often advisable- to create 
an experimental walk. In this 
way you can prove to your- 
self whether the texture and 
color of the stones, bricks, 
slates or gravel will prove de- 
sirable. This is an especially 
valuable step when a perma- 
nent walk is to be installed.

TtrNOWING WHERE to stop 
•^^ can be as important as 
knowing where to begin— 
for the do-it-yourselfer. Listed 
here are some important con- 
siderations for the man about 
to tackle any major job him- 
self: 


Has he got the time? Inter- 


est often lags when a fix-up 
job "drags." 


Has he got the know-how? 


Mistakes often make the proj- 
ect unworkable; later correc- 
tion by a "pro" may be twice 
as costly. 


Has he got the tools? Lack 


of proper tools prolong the 
work and may possibly ruin 
expensive materials. 


If there is just one "NO" 


or even a doubtful "YES" 
to these questions—then even 
the most skilled handy-man 
should turn the improvement 
job over to a contractor.

Wallpaper Tip 


To paint over wallpaper 


successfully, first make a test 
application on a square yard 
or two, of the papered wall 
area. This will determine for 
you if the coloring matter in 
the paper bleeds into the 
paint, if embossed patterns 
show through, or if the paint 
loosens the paper. 


If any of these things hap- 


pen, you'd better remove the 
wallpaper with a steamer, 
then wash off any remaining 
paste with water. Fill all 
cracks with plaster or putty 
before painting.

Play Safe 


on Ladders 


Ladders are handy tools 


around .the home in mainte- 
nance and repair work, but 
like most tools, there is a 
right and a wrong way to 
handle a ladder. Avoid haz- 
ards by following these few 
hints and prevent accidents 
during the clean up-paint up- 
fix up period, as well as 
throughout the year. 


Never stand on the top on 


any step ladder. Make certain 
a step ladder is fully opened 
and locked before you use it. 
The bottoms of all ladders 
should be on a solid footing, 
or otherwise anchored secure- 
ly.To be safe; also place rung 
type ladders at proper pitch 
so the distance from the bot- 
tom of the ladder to the house 
is approximately one-fourth 
of the length of the ladder (if 
angle is greater, the ladder 
may break, or, if too close to 
the house, the ladder may tip). 


Set ladder properly to avoid 


the mistake of over-reaching 
or leaning too far to one side, 
which is dangerous. Always 
face a ladder when ascending 
or descending and don't carry 
large or heavy objects—use a 
rope lift. 
Grip ladder firm 


with hands and be certain 
your shoes and the rungs or 
steps of ladder are free from 
oil, grease or mud. 


Do not use makeshift or 


patched 
up ladders. 
Take 


good care of your ladder—do 
not leave it out in the weather 
to deteriorate. 


A ladder is a great help in 


renovation work. Use it cor- 
rectly and be sure you respect 
it as you do other good equip- 
ment and always keep safety 
foremost in your mind.

Two or three different fence 


patterns lend t h e m s e l v e s 
ideally to the high estate en- 
closure. You can use a solid 
fence with tight fitting boards 
nailed to a 2x6 top and bottom 
rail firmly set on 4x4 inch 
fence posts. You can use an 
offset board-on-board design. 
You can use a louvered, wide 
board 
design, as well as 


others. Either western 
red 


cedar or Douglas fir boards 
and dimension lumber will 
prove most adaptable. It is 
better to dip the portions of 
the cedar posts which will be 
below the ground level to in- 
sure longer wear. Creosote or 
one of the penta dips will 
suffice.

Postage Plate 


By Alan W. Farrant 


E postage stamps on 


an old plate, hang it up 


on a wall, and you'll have 
something your friends will 
want. You need not be a 
stamp collector in order to 
appreciate this attractive dis- 
play item. 


Unless you have a dinner- 


sized plate no longer wanted, 
it will be necessary to nuy 
one from the dime or hard- 
ware store. Get a large one. 


The stamps may be all from 


one country, all one color, or 
assorted. Most people think 
using an assortment makes 
the item more colorful, gives 
more eye-appeal. There will 
not only be many different 
pictures to look at, but the 


color schemes may be more 
pleasing to the eye. 


USE A GOOD GRADE of 


glue or mucilage to fasten the 
stamps. They should be so 
placed that they overlap each 
other, being stuck on with- 
out system or any thought of 
design. They can be straight, 
slanted, 
or 
upside down. 


Cover the entire plate, right 
out to the edge all the way 
around; so that none of ihe 
plate itsolf is showing. Stamps 
should be bent over the edge 
so they are partly on the 
back, hiding the color of the 
plate when viewed from the 
side. 


When completely covered, 


stand the plate tip against the 
wall on a table and step back

The plate may be displayed; 


on a mantel, but looks best- 
when hung like a picture. 
Plate hangers may be pur- 
chased at hardware and dime 
stores. A further development 
of the display would be to 
cover two smaller plates to 
place at sides of the central 
plate.

in the shape of a Chinese 
coolie speaks of the Orient; 
bronze camel bells ring of the 
land of the pyramids. Another 
is a pretty Swiss silver bell, 
daintily embossed, going back 
to the early 1800s. 


IN CONTRAST 
to these 


smaller 
items is a large, 


bronze bell with cherrywood 
handle, dated 1873, that gives 
a loud, firm ring. It could 
have been used for nothing 
except to call a roomful of 
noisy school children to order 
by a purposeful schoolmaster 
OF schoolmistress. 


Searching for old bells is 


one of the most interesting 


phases of antique collecting. 
They need not nil be expen- 
sive; in fact, they often turn 
up in the most unexpected 
places.

O MANY collectors there 


is no more 
satisfying 


sound in Ihe world than the 
chime of old bells. An old- 
fashioned hand bell from a 
schoolmaster's 
desk, 
silver 


dinner bells, 
hand - painted 


porcelain bells that summoned 
servants for fine ladies, brass 
camel bells from Egypt; each 
has its own distinctive golden 
tone, and each one tells a dif- 
ferent story in the romance 
and history of bells. 


The antique bells pictured 


on this page belong to Jewel 
K. Chambers, 2C99 Caspian 
Ave. Most of her bells arc 100 
years or more old and are 
representative of the many 
types of bells of yesterday. 


Perhaps the oldest bell in 


the group is one from Plym- 
outh, Mass., going back to Co- 
lonial times. This bell, green 
with age, is four inches tall, 
and is in the shape of a little 
old lady in Pilfjim 
dress, 


whose crudely fashioned feet 
serve as a clapper. What ap- 
pears to be date marks on the 
back are too corroded and 
worn to be read, but the dim, 
roughly-lettered word "Plym- 


outh" is discernible there. 


MRS. 
CHAMBERS also 


owns a dainty sterling silver 
table bell made by Tiffany. 
This beautifully engraved bell 
bears the initials "E. R. C." 
and the date June 29, 1870. Its 
artistic design and workman- 
ship indicate that it must 
have been made especially for 
a particular person long ago, 
perhaps a young bride. 


An important bell is one 01 


cobalt blue pressed glass. H 
is six inches high, and was 
possibly used at one time as 
a dinner bell. This is one of 
only two bells of its kind re- 
maining today. Another rare 
specimen is a Royal Me.ssen 
porcelain bell with crossed- 
swords mark. The 
crossed 


swords worked again into the 
cobalt blue flower and leaf 
design on the hell is an indi- 
cation of the authenticity of 
the piece. 


Of particular beauty and 


mellow tone is a small solid 
copper bell from India, with a 
remarkable embossed design 
from which sparkles jewel- 
like colors. A small brass bell

the last great chiefs of the 
Cheyenne on the Tongue Riv- 
er reservation, C h e y e n n e , 
Wyo.

As a child, No-Nu-Ma in- 


herited membership in the 
sacred order of the W h i t e 
Light people and was chosen 
by his elders for training as 
a priest of the o r d e r . His 
home was 40 miles east of 
Camp Supply on the Cimar- 
ron River. 


No-Nu-Ma a 11 e n d e d the 


Carlisle Indian School 
and 


later, as Chief Thunderbird, 
he spent much of his life in 
government 
service as as- 


sistant disciplinarian at Car- 
lisle; district fanner, leasing 
clerk of Indian hinds, acting 
superintendent and s p e c i a l 
disbursing agent of an Indian 
agency; 
interpreter and In- 


dian scout in the U. S. Caval- 
ry, and investigator for the 
U. S. Department of Justice, 
positions in which lie served 
with dignity and mural right- 
ness. 


THUNDERBIRD later be- 


came interested in show busi- 
ness, traveling with Miller 
Brothers 101 Ranch, and the 
Orpheum circuit, acting on 
the stage as singer and danc- 
er of Indian tribal dances. 


Universal S t u d i o s , RKO 


and many others used No-Nu- 
Ma to act and be technical 
adviser in films such as "An- 
nie Oakly," "The Plainsman," 
and "The 
Covered Wagon." 


Showing of the 
latter 
film 


featured Thunderbird in per- 
son at Grauman's Chinese 
Theater in Hollywood for the 
duration of the billing. 


Sid Grauman, B a r b a r a 


Stanwyck, Preston F o s t e r , 
Melvyn Douglas, C h a r l i e 
Chaplin 
and 
many 
others 


were among his close friends. 


As an actor, Thunderbird 


was a natural; he had an 
easy, friendly way that at- 
tracted 
people to him, and 


many youngsters can remem- 
ber this great chief's kindness 
in helping them find work at 
movie studios where he was 
under contract. 


Thunderbird loved children 


and devoted much time to the 
Boy Scouts of Los Angeles 
and vicinity, lecturing on In- 
dian lore, illustrating his talks 
with fabulous displays of cos- 
tumes, jewelry, bows, arrows 
and accessories. 


WITH SIGNING of movie 


contracts, Thunderbird took 
up residence in Pasadena and 
his beautiful home was con- 
stantly filled 
with 
notables 


from all over the country; he 
had a fine sense of humor and 
enjoyed a joke immensely, he 
loved to entertain and be en- 
tertained, but with all his gra- 
ciousness th& great chief was 
firm when it came to making 
a decision and sticking by it. 


His 
daughter, Woh-a-Me- 


Ha-Hi (White Voice), who is

The company 
finally con- 


sented to send him to Mon- 
tana by automobile and wait- 
ed three days for his arrival 
to start the picture. 


Thunderbird p r e s e nted a 


majestic and commanding fig- 
ure in full Indian dress and 
the magnificent, t r a d i t i o n a l 
costume was worn in many 
movies. 


HIS SHIRT was of heavy 


deerskin, fringed and decorat- 
ed with beaded 
strips, his 


vest and moccasins full-bead- 
ed in traditional pattern, and 
his robe of blue 
strouding 


had a wide, beaded strip. 


Thunderbird's war bonnet 


was of fine eagle feathers, a 
magnificent c r e a t i o n with 
long, sweeping 
trailer, the 


headpiece d e c o r a t e d with 
beadwork and a clever imita- 
tion of ermine skins. 


Accessories were a color- 


fully 
decorated 
tambourine 


type tom-tom with beating 
stick, bead and quill decorat- 
ed pipe bag for his catlinite 
(red stone) pipe, three dance 
whistles and choker collars 
of small bone beads, glass 
and brass beads and minia- 
ture moonshells.

Southwestern M u s e u m in

Thunderbird lived a spec- 


tacular and happy life, and 
his death in 1946 at the age 
of 80 was mourned 
by all 


who knew him. He was buried 
wearing the breechcloth and 
leggings of his costume, or as 
the Indians say, "Thunderbird 
took his leggings with him." 


Woh-a-Me-Ha-Hi

The Delta King Comes Home

SINCE the days of 


•^^ clipper ships, ships and 
shipping have been news on 
the West Coast. 


One of the most popular 


steamers in our history is the 
Delta King, called "Pride of 
the Sacramento-San Francisco 
run," and "last of the historic 
sternwheelers on the West 
Coast." Built at Stockton in 
1926, the King had a varied 
c a r e e r , but recently many 
thought her. California days 
were over. She has, however, 
returned to her native habitat 
—Stockton—and will end her 
days there as a historic land- 
mark and recreation center. 


The saga of the King and 


her sister vessel, the Delta 
Queen, still in service as a 
palatial river steamer plying 
between Cincinnati and New 
Orleans, goes back to the 
early 1920s. A Stockton ship- 
building company had two 
hulls of galvanized steel made 
in 
Scotland, then knocked 


down and shipped to Stock- 
ton. 


AT THE COLBERG ship- 


yard the two hulls were re- 
assembled and other work 
completed at the time when 
"packet-boating was drawing 
its last breath." The King, 
which cost about one million 
dollars, is 285 feet long, 58 
wide, with a tonnage of 1,318. 
Her four decks were con- 
structed of mahogany, teak, 
oak, and Oregon cedar, while 
the interiors, with graceful 
Etaii-ways, also were of fine 
woods. Overhead are domes 
with stained glass. 


Both ships went into imme- 


diate service on the San Joa- 
quin and Sacramento Rivers. 
The Delta King tied up across 
from the Stockton Hotel and 
each evening at 
6 o'clock 


spectators gathered to see the 
start of the night run to San 
Francisco. 
She could carry 


200 passengers and more than 
2,000 tons of freight. 


When World War II start- 


ed, the Navy took over the 
King and she carried troops 
to and from ocean-going ves- 
sels in San Francisco Bay. In 
1952 the Aluminum Company 
of Canada, Ltd. bought her, 
and succeeded in towing her 
up the coast and to the new 
British Columbia town of Kit- 
imat. Old river men had de- 
clared such a trip for this ves- 
sel was impossible because 
she has a flat bottom, no keel, 
and draws only seven feet of 
water. But the sturdy craft 
made it 


AT 
KITIMAT the 
King 


(protected by a cofferdam) 
performed gallant service in 
housing 200 workers, acting 
as auxiliary power station, 
and by furnishing heat for 
the school, hospital and other 
buildings. 


However, Stockton missed 


Its old steamer, and sentiment 
grew to get the Delta King 
to preserve as a historical 
monument. Members of the 
Greater Stockton Chamber of 
Commerce started the cam- 
paign and were aided by vari- 
ous groups. When asked his 
opinion about the preserva- 
tion of the steamer, Aubrey 
Neasham, state historian, de- 
clared: 


". . . one o/ the moat im- 


porlanl historical 
preser- 


vation pro/eels . . . to por- 
tmy the maritime hislory 
o/ California. The Delta 
King liofd.s o unique place 
in 
the history 
of 
river 


bouts o/ the Stale." 


At first, the idea was for 


the State to purchase the 
steamer; and Sen. Alan Short, 
in his bill to acquire it, stated: 


"The stern paddle - wheel 


steamboat played a vital and 
glorious role in the growth 
of California. 
The last re- 


maining stern paddle-wheel 
west of the Mississippi is the 
Delta King. Originally con- 
structed in Stockton, this his- 
toric vessel is about to be 
sold. . . Unless immediate ac- 
tion is taken the State may 
lose its last opportunity to 
acquire the Delta King . . ." 


BUT PLANS changed. A 


Stockton business group de- 
cided to finance the project 
and negotiated for the steam- 
er. The cofferdam was pulled 
away last March 28 and the 
Delta King was refloated. She 
was fitted for a sea journey 
and towed down the coast, 
through the Golden Gate to 
her permanent berth at Stock- 
ton. She is now being reno- 
vated to serve as the hub of 
Kcssel Kove, a recreation cen- 
ter where parking and light- 
ing have already been in- 
stalled. The owners hope to 
restore her to her original 
condition and to install a mu- 
seum reminiscent of riverboat 
days. An upper deck restau- 
rant, gift shops and 60 suites 
to be remodeled and used for 
a hotel are in the plans. Final 
cost is expected to reach 
about $125,000. 


Work done,'the Delta King 


will start a new life of new 
usefulness with the river she 


once plied so proudly as her 
companion in her remaining 
years. 
•> 


(Moviegoers all over the 


country may have an oppor- 
tunity chance to see the Delta 
King in the movie, "Huckle- 
berry Finn." Recently, Sam- 
uel Coldwyn Jr. took his com- 
pany, including Eddie Hodges 
and Archie Moore, to Stock- 
ton and. river scenes of the 
famous 
Mark Twain 
story 


were shot in the Delta region 
of the1 San Joaquin. 


(The Delta King became a 


"movie star" for a few days, 
in her role as a Mississippi 
River steamboat. 
For this, 


the company changed her ap- 
pearance somewhat, by add- 
ing two false stacks, topped 
by crowns, thus adding an- 
other interesting chapter ro 
the life of the famed old pad- 
dle-wheeler.)

each capable of heating from 
top or bottom. Each is also 
equipped with steam which 
the cooks a p p l y to keep 
foods from drying out. Next 
left is an o v e n with lop 
burners whore he cooks vege- 
tables in advance "a little 
underdone" so they may be 
quickly heated and served. 


A STURDY, heavy metal 


sleam pressure cooker, next, 
is impressive with wheels, 
locks and gauges which sug- 
gest 
potential 
clanger. A 


chart 
of 
pressure-cooking 


time-tables permanently fast- 
ened on the front,-however, 
prevents mistakes. The pon- 
derous stock-pot stands be- 
side it with the last floor, in- 
stallation in t h a t line, an 
electric mixer machine with 
GO-quart bowl in 
readiness 


for whipping potatoes and 
salad d r e s s i n g s . Several 
types of paddle attachments 
hang above a work surface 
on the opposite side of this 
cooks' aisle. Flour and sugar 
bins are handy here as are 
large-sized 
cans 
of 
every 


kind of s e a s o n i n g . Two 
square, stainless-steel sinks, 
the size of l a u n d r y tubs, 
stand at the other end of this 
aisle. 


The cooks' aisle is bordered 


by sleam tables where plates 
iire filled with prepared foods 
and kept warm. 


Between entrance d o o r s 


used by waitresses, the coffee 
urns are located, and in the 
north-west c o r n e r of the 
kitchen, a semi-enclosure is 
fitted with box refrigerator 
and dishes for serving ice- 
cream. Toast pops up here, 
too. Along the rest of the 
north wall, runs the 
salad 


work space. Four doors open 
on a big salad-keeper where 
individual salads, or bowls 
are placed. Plates are ar- 
ranged on 44x3G-inch baking 
sheets which slide into the 28 
degree to 30 degree refrig- 
erator unit. 


THERE IS adequate work- 


ing space with upper shelf, 
sinks and counter for crushed 
ice where varieties of food 
items are kept ready to as- 
semble salads. Alex Fodor, 
assistant to George Hurt, the 
pantry chef, mentioned the 
5-17 crab and lettuce salads 
they found room for on New 
Year's F.ve. T li c salad de- 
partment has its own walk-in 
refrigerator 
where supplies 


are stored upon delivery. 


Opposite, is the meat walk- 


in refrigerator with a deep- 
freeze room opening from it. 
Opening from the kitchen on 
the southeast rear corner of 
the building is a store room 
for non-perishable foods. Del 
Nelson, 
19, the -part-time 


cook's assistant watches over 
cans of t o p p i n g s, grated 
cheese, c r a c k e r s , 
sugar, 


canned fruits and vegetables, 
juices, preserves, pickles and 
sea-food de.licacies. 


Near the store room door 


is an open cupboard holding 
aluminum cooking utensils, 
and in the back of the kitchen 
corner are two ice machines. 
The ice-cube m a k e r can 
freeze 550 pounds per day 
and the shaved ice machine 
500 pounds. 


The dish-washing assembly 


line occupies the south side 
of the kitchen. Though not 
glamorous, this e f f i c i e n t 
equipment is int e r-e s t i n g, 
especially when explained by 
the small but spirited Joseph 
Varney who has engaged in 
kitchen work since he was 
10 years old. 


Carroll's Hideaway Tract 


By V. Franklin Limerick 


WN THE heart of Long Beach, 
* hidden away from the tur- 
bulent 
urban 
traffic, 
is a 


unique residential area, ar- 
ranged with a labyrinth of 
circuitous drives. It is known 
as Carroll Park. 


East of Junipero Ave. be- 


tween 3rd and 4th Sts., this 
picturesque project of a pio- 
neer subdivider was laid out 
by John Carroll 50 years ago 
in what was then considered 
"out in the country." A favor- 
He trick of real estate agents 
at that time was to take their 
prospect first to Carroll Park 
then swing back in toward 
town to make the lots they 
had for sale appear quite close 
in by comparison. 


Although the city has grown 


to engulf the unusual tract, 
this charming maze of twin- 
ing streets remains isolated 
from the busy hum around it. 
The 
confusing 
layout dis- 


courages through traffic. Driv- 
ers hesitate to enter the Park 
unless they are thoroughly 
familiar with its twists and 
turns. It is very easy to get 
completely lost here. The un- 
wary can come out of the or- 
deal as dizzy as a waltzing 
mouse. 


The intersections, winding 


streets mean trouble to any- 
one seeking an address in the 
locale. One busy filling sta- 
tion operator in the area had 
small maps made to pass out 
so he could attend to things 
other than giving directions 
as to how to find residences 
within the Park. 


IN THE BEGINNING, large 


houses were built on the es- 
tate sized plots with artisti- 


cally landscaped g r o u n d s . 
Later, some of the enormous 
lots were divided. Smaller 
homes were placed in chum- 
my juxtaposition to stately 
mansions. 


Built on curving drives that 


overlook four geometrically 
shaped parks, the Carrol Park 
residences have a delightful, 
wide-open view. John Carroll 
donated these small parks to 
the city in 1909. They are at- 
tractively arranged and main- 
tained with reasonable beds 
of colorful flowers and neatly 
trimmed grass, shrubs and 
trees. These 
beauty spots 


teem happily with romping 
children and pets. As one 
caustic 
free-swinging 
teen- 


ager put it: "The place is 
really jumpin' with kids, cats 
and curs." 


Carroll chose to live in 


the spot of beauty he had 
created and reserved one of 
the spacious lots for his own 
use. For many years his house 
and beautiful gardens were a 
show place. 


The estate changed hands 


as the years went by and in 
1946 a religious group bought 
the house and grounds for 
$35,000 and 
built a large 


church. But the fine, old-fash- 
ioned Carroll house was left 
intact and used for a parson- 
age until 1957. Then, in one 
crushing blow, a bulldozer 
wrecked the three-story man- 
sion to make way for expan- 
sion of the church. A trim, 
modern Fellowship Hall was 
erected on the site. 


THE MATRIARCH of Car- 


roll Park was now in the lim- 


bo of things -that were; gone 
forever 
was 
the 
widow's 


watch tower . . . the butler's 
pantry with marble slabs. The 
covered brick walk that led 
to the porte-cochere where 
the ladies had entered and 
left their carriages, had been 
torn down. And the carriage 
block in the back, close to 
the old carriage house had 
been hauled away with the 
rubbish. 


Only a gnarled old tree had 


been left standing, a me- 
mento of a bygone era. 


Gone forever were the oth- 


er trees that had grown old 
with the house—the trees 
that had seemed to murmur 
sympathetically and to con- 
spire among themselves to 
reach out in a loyal attempt 
to conceal the shabbiness of 
the aging mansion. They had 
grown rampantly tall but had 
stopped short of belittling the 
house; of blocking the clear 
view to the sea from the top 
windows. The senile dowa- 
ger's head had been high 
above the uncontroled growth 
about her to the end. It took 
a powerful machine to crush 
her serene dignity. 


Tourists rarely stumble on 


to Carroll Park. Many long- 
time residents of the city are 
unaware of its existence. And 
those who do know of its 
whereabouts shy away from 
its maze. 


To go back to the teen- 


ager: his favorite sarcastic 
dismissal is "get lost!" It's no 
problem to follow his advice 
if you wander into Carroll 
Park without a chart. 
»

E SUBDUED glow of 
lanterns creates a feel- 


ing of gaiety and pleasure, 
whether fragile paper, filmy 
silk, colored plastic or sturdy 
decorative woven rattan bas- 
kets are used in the making. 


A cold patio can be trans- 


formed into the warm atmos- 
phere of Hawaiian or Japa- 
nese decor just by addinr; a 
few lanterns. 


For variety, add a rattan 


lantern that will withstand 
the atmospheric conditions ol 
the seasons in your garden. 


In an informal family room, 


you can use a lantern as 
space drama, without even a 
light in it. 


Most any lantern basket 


will give the illusion of a 
hanping flower basket if you 
use 'plastic flowers and vines 
entwined around the reeds. 
When wired for electricity, 
the soft glow of light will 
sift 
through the 
vines at 


night, and is safe, just so the 
globe doesn't touch the reeds 
or the plastic vines. 


TRY YOUR SKILL in mak- 


ing a rattan illuminated bas- 
ket lantern by combining two 
baskets that fit together and 
deep enough to hold the globe 
without touching the rattan. 


Drill a hole through the top 


basket for the cord to pass 
through; install a pull-chain 
socket, then fasten the two 
baskets together and you 
have an oriental basket lan- 
tern. 


The cord can be partly 


hidden if you t h r e a d it 
through the rattan chain. Rat- 
tan chain can be purchased 


in seven-fobt lengths. Baskets 
and chain can be painted or 
varnished with any paint used 
for wood.

Cone baskets can be dis- 


mantled at Christmas and 
used for decorative purposes 
on a table, resembling trees, 
or as "welcome door" orna- 
ments when filled with frosty, 
glittering balls and greenery.

An artificial bird can be 


perched atop a bread-basket 
combination h i d d e n in a 
shrubbery area where a light 
will give an interesting glow 
from within. Basket may be 
painted w h i t e and glitter 
added to make a shiny ball 
by day, a cheery lantern by 
night at the Yule season. 


Two waste baskets make tubular 
lantern for use in large area.

Jekyll and His Hyde Go to Dinner

ERTRAND CARNEJOUX, 


who in his past wrote a 


good novel but now earns a 
rich living as editor, and his 
young wife Marline entertain 
at dinner. They hoped for 
eight or 10 guests, but get six, 
with one husband and one 
wife missing, and one callow 
youth as a last-minute sub- 
stitute. 


Except for servants hired 


for the evening, these char- 
acters are Claude Mauriac's 
entire cast in "THE DINNER 
PARTY" 
(George 
Braziller, 


$4). He seats them around 
the table—and provides the 
reader with a seating chart; 
then he pours champagne to 
loosen 
their tongues 
and 


spice their talk. They touch 
on Proust, Balzac, G e r a r d 
Manley Hopkins, and, very 
wittily, on Tristan Bernard; 
they 
mention 
New 
York, 


Athens, Russia, dressmakers 
and other topics. But through 
the polite veneer of their 
table manners they break out 
their private thoughts; they 
talk to one another but then 
each to himself. 


So we have not eight char- 


acters but 1C, every man and 
his alter ego, Jekyll and his 
Hyde, the "Great God Brown" 
and his masked double. What 
they say is proper enough 
but what they think they 
were sensible to leave unsaid 


all about their liaisons, mis- 


tresses and lovers, the ren- 
dezvous they've had and (he 
ones they scheme for. They 
have impeccable standards in 
literature, politics, esthetics, 
everything, but not in love; 
in love they have no stand- 
ards at all. 


Mauriac packs all this into 


a compact and economical 
form. A best seller in France, 
his novel—translated by Mer- 
loyd Lawrence—crackles with 
the mordant exchange of the 
outer and shameless inner 
voice. 


"THE INTERNS" by Rich- 


ard Frede (Random House, 
$-1.05): Unfolding, here, is a 
story of life in a great metro- 
politan hospital. The protag- 
onists: A group of young in- 
terns who, tomorrow, will be 
the 
pill doctors 
on Main 


Street or specialists in their 
chosen fields; but, each, in 
charge of life or death in his 
chosen spot.

Gremlins Flub a Neg 


By The Shutterbug 


E ALL aware of the 


photo gremlins that lurk 


at every camera fan's elbow. 
At the least sign of inatten- 
tion, they're the unseen spirits 
who put the lens cap back 
over the lens or replace the 
film slide in the holder when 
the shooting starts. They're 
responsible for pouring hypo 
in the developer tray and set- 
ting back the darkroom timer 
so it never rings at the vital 
time. 


But all gremlins aren't the 


ruinous type. There must be 
a few whose sole business it 
is to atone for the mischief 
c a u s e d by the majority. 
They're the ones who turn an 
occasional double exposure 
into an unusual accidental 
masterpiece. 
Or 
sometimes 


they'll set the focus slightly 
off or shake the camera a wee 
bit so that the photograph, in- 
stead of being spoiled, is 
somehow magically enhanced 
by a spiritual mood or feeling 
of movement that would have 
been difficult to anticipate. 


IN DEVELOPING some 4x5 


negatives recently, I followed 
usual routine and transferred

them from developer to rinse 
and to hypo after the timer 
rang — then flashed on the 
light for a quick look. Off 
went the light, quickly!

ticulation, which is a cracking 
of the emulsion in an all-over 
pattern which can be interest- 
ing. It's the result of a sudden 
change of temperature during 
processing.

about 90 degrees—and then 


slapped into a cold hypo bath 
of about 60 degrees, reticula- 
tion is bound to occur. Of 
course, a higher developer 
temperature requires a corre- 
spondingly shorter developing 
time.

The flowers are 
borne in loose clusters from 
June to September. 


The plants grow two feet 


high, the lower stems forming 
a thick foliage mat. 


In

garden, Achillea 


should be kept well picked 
because after the first bloom 
the plants turn brown and 
present an unsightly, rusty 
appearance. 


In planting, allow 10 to 12 


inches of space between each 
plant. Sow seeds in spring. 
Start plants from divisions in 
fall or early spring.

How to Keep Dichondra Green 


When seeding an established 
grass lawn with dichondra, 
mow grass short and remove 
clippings from the cut lawn.

JF SHEEP or rabbits nibbled 


the leaves off your di- 


cliondra lawn, you'd do some- 
thing about it, but quickly! 
Yet, some home o w n e r s 
blithely ignore an occasional 


fat, gray moth lazily flying 
over their dichondni lawns, 
"casing" a certain spot to 
alight, burrow between (be 
leaves to the soil area in 
order to lay eggs. These eggs 
eventually 
hatch into cut- 


worms which do heavy dam- 
age to dichondra. 


A smart investment right 


now would be to get .a garden 
spiny that knocks out cut- 
worms and lawn moth worms 
and spray the lawn. 


Additionally, you can help 


dichondra lawns by using a 
fertilizer containing insecti- 
cide for control of moths nnd 
worms. It .should be a ferti- 
lizer recommended 
for di- 


chondra and for use under 
Southern California tempera- 
ture, water and soil condi- 
tions. One that lias organic 
nitrogens 
for gradual and 


smooth release to grow and 
color turf leaves. Nitrogens 
should contain urea, tankage, 
sludge and blood meal. Phos- 
phorus and potassium in the 
fertilizer is added to harden 
leaf and stem growth and de- 
velop heavy 
root 
systems. 


Addition of gypsum and sul- 
phur to react against alkali 
soils and water, plus a meas- 
ured supply of trace minerals 
such as iron, zinc, and copper 
helps add to soil condition- 
ing 
which 
trace 
minerals 


sometimes are locked up in 
the soil or are lacking alto- 
gether. Then too, a supply of 
organic or )iumus in the ferti- 
lizer absorbed into the top 
soil to promote activity of 
beneficial soil bacteria and 
humic acids. 


DICHONDKA I.AWNS may 


be planted from 
flats, cut 


into squares and set out in 
rows. Easiest way to plant 
dichondra is to sow he seeds. 


Whichever way you do it, 


be sure 'to top dress "it with 
steer manure or 'an organic 
spread mulch material. Cov- 


ering evenly five sacks to a 
thousand square feet. Keep 
the area moist until dichomtru 
has grown together. 


You can start dichondra in 


a grass lawn, provided you'll 
be patient a n d realize it'll 
lake several years for di- 
chondra to start to crowd out 
grass. Here's how you can do 
it. Mow lawn close. Don't 
let grass clippings 
fall on 


lawn. Scatter five pounds of 
dichondra seed to 1,000 square 


feet of lawn area. Top dress 
evenly five sacks of organic 
spread material to thousand 
square feet. Water well Keep 
moist like a new lawn. Do 
not mow lawn for about 
three weeks. Then, mow lawn 
close and 
regularly, 
keep 


moist. About six to eight 
weeks after sowing, fertilize 
lightly with a lawn fertilizer, 
thereafter feed about two to 
three months throughout the 
summer.

GARDENING TIPS for the 


week . . . An interesting or- 
namental for local growing 
conditions is brunfclsia, often 
referred to poetically as "yes- 
terday, today and tomorrow." 
Tliis subject is not nearly as 
well known as it should be. 
It is a compact growing shrub 
completely covered during the 
spring with blue and white 
flowers. 


You need not be a million- 


aire to have orchids. The fact 
is that you can grow them 
yourself in your own garden 
and outdoors at that. The 
cymbidium orchid is noted 
for its ease of culture. The 
flowers appear in huge sprays 
and are at their best during 
winter and spring. A shady 


and protected location is ad- 
visable. 


African violets are rapidly 


becoming one of our most 
popular indoor plants. A clue 
to their successful culture is 
concerned with the method 
of watering: Make 
certain 


that the temperature of the 
water is the same as that of 
the room in which the plants 
are growing. 


This might be a good time 


to re-pot your pot plants. 
Soils become worn out and a 
new growing medium will 
work wonders. Also examine 
the roots of your plants to 
check on whether or not they 
have become pot-bound. It is 
advisable to shift plants to a 
pot just one size larger than 
the previous one.

Massed planting of cannas is 
a sure way io provide accent 
in any scheme of landscaping.

WF YOU WANT a smash of 


color that can be seen a 


mile away then plant cannas. 
These tropical p l a n t s , so 
widely used for public plant- 
ings, fit admirably into the 
average sized 
garden f o r 


massing or hedge effects. But 
the plants should not be 
crowded. 
For best results 


they require a fairly large 
area. 


Southern California is one 


of the few regions in the 
United States where cannas 
can be grown in the open dur- 
ing the entire year. 
The 


plants, being natives of tropi- 
cal areas, cannot 
tolerate 


frost or e x t r e m e l y cold 
weather. Up until just a few 
years ago they were grown 
almost entirely for t h e i r 
foliage effects. But the hybrid- 
ists have d e v e l o p e d the 
flowers to such an admirable 
degree that now the foliage 
is of secondary value. 


The colors 
run 
through 


vivid shades of orange, yel- 
low, pink, salmon and white. 


THE PETALS of certain 


varieties are recurved, a fea- 
ture that adds a novel appeal 
to the plants. The blooms 
show an irregularity of form 
and are produced in terminal 
clusters. This profusion of 
flowers, all grouped tightly 
together, brings about a very 


There are dozens of named

are: Mrs. Pierre S. du Pont, 
extra large flowers of water- 
melon pink with green foli- 
age; Los Angeles, rosy-red 
flowers; Ambassador, one of 
the best of the bronze foliage 
bold effect.

BECAUSE OF their dislike 


for frosty weather, cannas 
should not be planted until 
the ground warms up thor- 
oughly in the spring. Best re- 
sults are obtained when the 
plants are set in solid blocks 
or bold masses. 
They per- 


form well as a hedge plant 
but one or two isolated speci- 
ments will prove of little 
value. Allow plenty of room 
between plants, setting them 


from 18 to 24 inches apart. 


The secret of successful 


culture is plenty of water dur- 
ing the summer months. 


A deep, rich soil with excel- 


lent drainage is required. Use 
god garden loam with liberal 
q u a n t i t i e s of well-rotted 
manure. 
Make certain the 


manure has lost its heat or 
the plants may be burned. 
The planting bed should be 
several inches higher than the 
surface, this condition pro- 
viding excellent drainage of 
excess moisture.

THE MARIO LANZAS 


A TRAGEDY OF SUCCESS

ins is AN AIITICLK I did not wniit to write. I was 
a close friend of the Mario Lanzas for 15 years, 


and saw no point in rattling family skeletons or expos- 
ing llic private hells of two bedeviled people. I felt 
urged, however, to tell some of the basic truths of the 
lives of Hetty and Mario Lan/.u because several Lanza 
biographies and magazine articles arc currently in 
preparation, some by writers with only a hearsay 
knowledge of the subject. This article is therefore pre- 
sented in the cause of accuracy, and in the hope that 
other talented youngsters may resist the temptations 
to which the Lanzas succumbed. 


Seven years an", Terry Robinson, his trainer, and I 


accompanied the late Mario Lanza, singing and motion 
pkture star, to a clinic for nervous disorders in New 
York. 


At the time Lanza was a wild, volatile, curly-haired 


bull of a man, :!() years old, 5 feet 9 witli lifts in his 
shoes and so emotionally disturbed that lie weighed 
2(t7 pounds. 


When we arrived from Hollywood after a harrow- 


ing and riotous (light—Mario, under the influence of 
sedatives and liquor, behaved outrageously—Terry 
and I hustled him to a friend's apartment in mid- 
Manhattan. Here each of us took turns pulling guard 
duty. Our major objective was to prevent Lanza and 
his bottle from joining forces. 


I stood guard for the first hour while Terry cabbed 


down to the Fat Men's Shop in the Bowery and pur- 
chased for Mario a pair of trousers with a 52-inch 
waist and three shirts each with a size 20 collar. 


When Terry relieved me, I walked to the clinic near 


the Fast River. There I talked to a psychiatrist who 
agreed to examine Lanza. 


A Geyser of Hate 


1 explained to the doctor that after filming three 


successful motion pictures at MCM, Mario had be- 
come a geyser of hate spouting hostility on everyone 
and everything. I told of his alcoholism, which by 
then had reached an advanced stage. I told of his 
fights with his wife, which often approached mutual 
murder, of his pathological and consistent lying, of 
the dangerous sml brutal ways in which his hostility 
manifested itself. 


For example, if Mario decided that he didn't like 


Joe 1'astcrnak, an MGM producer, lie would jump 
into his Cadillac, the trimmings of which he ridicu- 
lously insisted were made of 14-carat gold, race to 
Pasternak's house and rain the car bumper into the 
post holding up the mail box until it toppled over. Or 
if he found the house-gate closed, he would use the 
car as a battering ram, tearing the gate from its hinges. 
Mario would spued off with blood-curdling naths and 
cries of triumph. 


Frequently, following such crusades, he would re- 


turn home. In his powerful and lachrymose tenor he 
would then stir your soul singing ballads and arias 
hour after hour. The singing in some strange way ex- 
orcised the hatred deep and torturing in his mind. 


The doctor at the clinic suggested 1 bring in Mario 


that afternoon. "The sooner the better," he said. 


Clad in his new clothes, which gave him the ap- 


pearance of an unmade bed or a walking tent, Lanza, 
after hours ol desperate persuasion, trundled into the 
clinic. He was sober, defiant, suspicious. 


The psychiatrist questioned him for several hours. 


Terry and I waited. Then the doctor sent for me. I

met Mario coming down the hallway. He was furium. 


"Where did you find thai phony doctor?" he bel- 


lowed. "He's a quack. He's a nut, and so arc you! This 
is no hospital. This is n nut-house, And the tiger's 
brcakin' out! You hear me? The tiger's breakin' out!" 


Lanza loved to refer to himself as "the tiger." 
And with that he sprinted down the foyer shout- 


ing at the top of his lungs a scries of vile oaths both 
American and Italian that he had learned as a small 
boy on the streets of South Philadelphia. 


The psychiatrist told me Lanza was a sick man wlm 


had lost touch with reality. "Like many actors," !><• 
pointed out, "lie doesn't know who he really is or «ho 
he really wants to be. He needs treatment immedi- 
ately." 


A Doctor's Prophecy 


"I venture the opinion that untreated he will In- 


dead within 10 years, and so might his, wife unless 
she's a very strong person." (How prophetic thai 
doctor was!)

1 phoned Betty in Beverly Hills. "The doctor sav-. 


Mario needs treatment immediately. I know lie won t 
sign himself in. I think you'd better come East and 
do it for him." 


Betty demurred. "If I ever, did that, he'd kill me. 


Please, please see if you can talk him into committing 
himself. If he doesn't, I know we're not long for this 
world. We just can't go on like this." 


Mario, of course, refused treatment. He insisted he 


was in excellent shape "except maybe lor a little too 
much weight, and I can diet that off in two weeks." 
He explained his psychoneurotic behavior-pattern In 
pointing out that he was in the great, unique, genius 
tradition of Fnrico Caruso. 


"Tigers," he roared, "the two of us are tigers. They 


couldn't control Caruso, and they can't, control me.' 
Always his enemy was the elusive "they"—ill-defined 
and unclear but relentlessly conspiring to fix his doom. 
"I'll get every last one of them," he would threaten. I" 
the end "everyone of them" turned out to be himself. 


On October 7, 1959, Mario Lanza—real name: 


Alfredo Arnaldo Cocozza— died in Home. No major 
Hollywood studio would take a chance on filming with 
him. They might distribute films lie made abroad, I"'1 


considered domestic production too risky. 


Lanza was 38. He suffered from phlebitis, inllam 


nialion of the veins, and blood clot in a coron.m 
artery. This was the immediate way in which he died. 
Actually, he had been destroying himself for years.

Five months later, on March 11, 1960, his wife 


Betty Lanza died iii Beverly Hills. The immediate 
cause of her death is unknown, but the circumstances 
surrounding it are suflicicntly shocking as to ]>c un- 
printable at this time. 


What happened to these two young, bright, band- 


sonic people? They tasted fume, fortune, power. They 
were blessed with four lovely children. Their future 
seemed golden. Where on life's road did they take the 
wrong turn? Who and whnt was responsible? 


We all carry within us the seeds of our own destruc- 


tion and our own salvation. In the final analysis, Betty 
and Mario brought on their own premature deaths. 
But the fellow-conspirator in their disaster was—Suc- 
cess in Hollywood. 


Death in the Street 


Betty and Mario Lanza came from poor stock—poor 


in the money sense of the word—she from Chicago, 
he from Philadelphia. As a l)oy and only child in an 
Italian immigrant family, Mario, according to ncigh- 
Ixirs, was spoiled, insecure, truant and rambunctious. 
One of the earliest, most ineradicable memories be 
liked to recall "was watching my uncle gct.it. The 
hoods came flying down my street; they let him have it 
with a sawed-olf machine gun right in the guts. I'll 
never forget it, the blood, the blood, the blood." 


As a youngster Lanza was expelled from high 


school, he once told me, for punching a teacher. 


"Nobody ever pushed the tiger around," he explained. 


In World War II, because he possessed a tenor 


voice of power and range, Lanza was assigned to 
Winged Victory, a Special Service show. In Los 
Angeles, Bert Hicks, a fellow-soldier in the outfit, 
introduced Lanza to his 21-year-old sister Betty. She 
and Mario dated for months. When Lanza, following 
his discharge from the Army, proposed marriage, 
Betty assented. They were married on Friday, April 
13, 1945, in the Beverly Hills municipal court. 
Neither family knew about the marriage. And the 
truth is that neither Betty nor Mario knew very much 
about the other. 


In New York, where their honeymoon began, the 


Lanzas moved into the Park Central Motel. Mario be- 
gan studying with Polly Robertson, a voice teacher. 


Another of Miss Robertson's pupils was a mousey, 


imistached man named Sam Weiler, owner of a boys' 
summer camp in Pennsylvania. One afternoon Sam 
heard Mario Lanza sing. 


Subsequently he offered to pay Lanza's bills, finance 


his vocal training, subsidize him. Betty said that on 
S70 a week she and Mario would be able to get along. 
Weiler gave the Lanzas $70 a week in return for 5 
per cent of Lanza's gross earnings. Later, another con- 
tract gave him 10 per cent, and a still later contract 
20 per cent. In addition, when Lanza signed for the 
Coca Cola radio show, Weiler was made producer at 
SSOO a week. His contract with Mario and Betty was 


one of the most lucrative deals Weiler ever made. He 
advanced the l^inzas $70 a week for seven months, 
and, according to Mario, "received more than $350,- 
000 from me in commissions." 


Lanza was "discovered" by Hollywood in 
1947. 


Overnight the Lanzas' living standards changed. For - 
signing with MGM, Mario was given a flat $10,000 
bonus and a starting salary of $750 a week. Bonuses 
from three films, including The Great Caruso, totaled 
an additional $175,000. By 1951 Mario Lanza was 
grossing $1,100,000 a year. He was the greatest single 
singing attraction in America. 


He lived in a Beverly Hills mansion with butler, 


trainer, chauffeur, cooks, upstairs maid, nurse, gar- 
deners. He surrounded himself with a press agent, 
business manager, stooges, song writers, song pluggers 
—the works. Fawning sychophants told him: 


"Mario, you are the greatest . . . Tiger-boy! . .. 


Mario, you are three times better than Caruso in his 
prime . . . Mario, without you MGM would go broke 
. . . You know General Sarnoff's greatest worry? It's 
you, tiger.'If you leave UCA, they're dead. You're sell- 
ing more records than any performer in history . . . 
You arc a genius." 


The God Complex 


Lanza reacted by adopting what is known in 


Hollywood as "the god complex." When people com- 
plimented him on.his voice, he would sanctimoniously 
reply: "The voice is not mine. It is a God-given gift. 
Why He's entrusted it to me I'll never know, but I 
hope to cherish it, to take care of it, to use it only to 
entertain people and make them happy. I am its keeper 
only for a little while." 


Then came the blowup. MGM assigned Lanza to 


star in The Student Prince. Lanza refused. The studio 
suspended him, filed suit for $5 million, took him off 
the air. A few weeks later, Lanza asked Sam Weiler 
for a look at the books of Marsam Corporation, Mario's 
company. After earning a fortune, he was amazed to 
lind that he had virtually nothing. There were harsh 
words. Weiler quit. 


Quickly Lanza's "friends" began to disappear. Party 


invitations fell off. Merchants began asking for pay- 
ment on delivery. Nowhere is the road down more 
slippery than in Hollywood. 


Frustrated and angry, Lanza found temporary es- 


cape from reality in food. At one point he blew him- 
self up to 280 pounds. Then he turned to drink. Quar- 
rels with Betty became incessant. He blamed her for 
filmland's treachery, accused her of secretly preparing 
to desert him. Betty told him he was crazy. She would 
never leave him, no matter what. 


The subsequent years were nightmares. Mario took 


psychiatric help, but only in conjunction with a diet- 
ing program. I pleaded with him to go to the Men- 
ninger Clinic in Topeka. 1 begged him to leave Holly- 
wood, to study music in New York, Paris, Rome. 
"Tigers don't run away," he answered. 


But when all his money sources had dried up, "the 


tiger" had no alternative. He made a deal to star in a 
film in Rome. He took his family to Italy, worked 
around Europe and in Italy died, n relatively young 
man still bewildered and lost, never understanding 
how and why he had fallen from grace and fame. 


After Mario died, there was nothing for his wife 


but the drive to forget, and to forget she enlisted the 
aid of drugs and drink, knowing full well that this was 
the speediest way to join her husband. 


They were two people so completely corrupted by 


success that they preferred death to the experience oi 
failure either together or alone.

The girls are (lex- 
ing their way through 10 exereises prepared by 
Prof. Walter C. Kbcrhardt, director of physical 
education at St. Louis University. 


Marly this year the Cardinals asked "Doc" 


Kbcrhardt to help condition their aging star, 39- 
year-old Stan Musial. During spring training 
Eberhardt put (he entire team through his twists, 
turns and stretches. Haves about the exercises 
got home to Cardinal wives. Soon several got 
together to try them. 


"There are no miracle ways to keep fit," Eber- 


hardt told the wives. "Besides watching your 
calories, you must do each of these exercises at 
least one minute every day." Most women, Eber- 
hardt finds, stick to exercises belter than men, 
who prefer games. The pay-off for a woman, he 
adds, can mean as much as a home run to a ball- 
player. "She not only will look better," he says, 
"but she'll be free of minor aches and pains. 
And she'll sail through work—at home or in the 
office—without feeling so worn out at night that 
she can't enjoy her family or friends."

,1 year, the nation's most celebrated 
grandchildren romp here with their 
less-publicized grandparents. 


The Thompsons, of course, are the 


parents of Barbara Thompson Eisen- 
hower, who married the President's only 
son, John, and sometimes pinch-hits for 
Mamie as the President's official hostess. 
The 
Thompsons 
are proud of their 


daughter's famous in-laws, but they do not 
move in the White House orbit. They live 
quietly here—a town picked out for retire- 
ment years ago—where Thompson has 
carved out a new career at the age of 60. 
They seem almost embarrassed over hav- 
ing celebrities in the family. 


Although the Thompsons and the Eisen- 


howers are not close, there arc startling 
resemblances between them. Like the 
Eisenhowers, the Thompsons are an Army 
couple who shepherded an "Army-brat" 
family from Pentagon pillar to Army post. 
Percy Thompson's balding head, trim 
waistline and military bearing give him 
an Eisenhower look.

The grandchildren: Each summer the four 
little Eisenhowers and their parents spend 
two to three weeks with "Grandma and 
Grandpa Thompson," as the Gainesville 
grandparents are called. (Less formally, 
the Gettysburg grandparents are "Ike" 
and "Mimi.") David tags along after Col- 
onel Thompson, play-ing golf with him 
and wheedling him into playing baseball. 
"He's getting to be quite an athlete," says 
Grandpa Thompson proudly, in an echo of 
President Eisenhower. 


The three girls spend most of their time 


in a backyard playhouse that the Thomp- 
sons had specially built for their grand- 
children. A few years ago the girls, led by 
Barbara Anne, completely redecorated it. 


Between visits, the little Eisenhowers 


write short notes to their grandparents, 
and usually send cards at Christmas and 
on birthdays. They also send gifts. One of 
Colonel Thompson's most treasured pos- 
sessions is a key ring with a fob made by 
David. And one Christmas, Grandpa and 
Grandma's gift from the children was a 
can of peanuts. "It seems that the children 
like peanuts," Mrs. Thompson laughs. 


Mrs. Thompson loves to sew, and 


has made cowboy suits for David 
and dresses for the girls. But the 
Thompsons also have six other 
grandchildren who, as Mrs. Thomp- 
son phrases it, "share equal hilling 
in our hearts." (The rest of the 
clan: Air Force Capt. and Mrs. Jos- 
eph Thompson with three daughters, 
stationed in Nebraska; Army Lt. 
and Mrs. flichard Thompson with 
two sons; Mr. and Mrs. Robert 
Green with one daughter, living in 
Missouri.) They can't devote them- 
selves exclusively to the quartet of 
little Eisenhowers as the President 
ind Mamie can. 


Someday the Thompsons would 


like a big Thompson family reunion 


in Gainesville. The children all could 
frolic together, and the fathers, three 
of them professional soldiers, could talk 
shop. So far military assignments have 
made their dream impossible. Like the 
Eisenhowers, the other grandchildren visit 
the Thompsons annually, but seldom at 
the same time. Among themselves, the 
cousins exchange visits and letters. 


Last year the Thompsons took six weeks 


to make what Mrs. Thompson calls "the 
grand tour" of the family. They ended up 
at Gettysburg as the result of an SOS 
from Barbara. Then touring with the 
President in Europe and Asia, Barbara 
feared she might not be back for Christ- 
mas. She asked her parents to be on hand 
for the children's holidays. But the Presi- 
dential party returned in time. 


Barbara and John: The Thompsons hear 
regularly from Barbara—like most par- 
ents, of course, not as often as they would 
like. She still calls on them in time of 
need: when each of the three oldest chil- 
dren was born, Mrs. Thompson was at her 
daughter's side. She ran the household

The Thompsons enjoy John's company on 


his visits; since both he anil his father-in-law 
arc Army career men, they exchange shop- 
talk. And June 10, 1947—when Barbara 
and John were married—was a big day in 
the Thompsons' 
lives. They still speak 


fondly of all its details. 


The romance came about because Colonel 


Thompson was transferred from the U.S. to 
a military government post in Vienna. Bar- 
bara quit Purdue, where she was studying 
science, to be with the family in Austria. She 
look an Army job as a typist and became the 
belle of the fiscal department. 


One evening she was coaxed to a supper 


party by a girl friend, Bcatic Dunham, to 
meet one of Bentie's husband's West Point 
friends. The blind date turned out to be tall, 
slim, sandy-haired Lt. John Eisenhower. Be- 
fore long, Lieutenant Eisenhower sent home 
for the miniature class ring that West Point- 
ers traditionally give to their intended. 


The Thompsons sank every cent they 


could spare into a wedding suitable for the 
distinguished guests who came to sec Gen- 
eral Eisenhower's only son married. After- 
ward, the Thompsons were so broke they 
couldn't afford to buy their youngest daugh- 
ter, Mary, a bathing suit. A cousin, Martha 
Waldo, dugout one of her old hand-me-downs. 


The Kisenhnwers gave the ncwlywcds a 


shiny new Chrysler sedan. The Thompsons' 
gifts were bedroom 
furniture, 
blankets, 


sheets and a rug. After the wedding, Mrs. 
Thompson collected all the wedding presents

and took them to the couple's new apartment 
at Fort Benning, Ga. 


The Colonel and the General: Unlike the 
President, who is a West Pointer, Colonel 
Thompson entered the Army out of Purdue 
in 1925. In World War II he served under 
Ike as a battalion commander in North Africa 
but never met him. The only time the com- 
manding general visited their sector, Colonel 
Thompson was away on reconnaissance. The 
two met for the first time a few days before 
Barbara and John's wedding. 


Yet there arc vague parallels in their 


careers. Like Ike, Colonel Thompson began 
a new civilian career after his retirement. He 
struggled through the University of Florida 
Law School and was admitted to the bar in 
November 1958, a few'days after his 60th 
birthday. He shares offices with Alachua 
County Commissioner Edgar Johnson and 
handles mostly negligence cases, debt col- 
lections, divorces and adoptions. 


Johnson says of him: "For an attorney who 


has been out of law school only two years, 
the Colonel is as good as any nnd better than 
most." Colonel Thompson himself says, "Law 
is as challenging and competitive as military 
strategy, except that the means are peaceful." 


Also like Ike, Thompson has plunged into 


politics. He stuffed envelopes, manned tele- 
phones and hauled voters to the polls in 1956 
for the local "Democrats for Eisenhower." He 
now acknowledges sheepishly, however, that 
he really was—and always has been—a Re- 
publican. "I don't think Percy and the Presi- 
dent arc the same kind of Republicans, 
though," says cousin Martha Waldo. 
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touch with Ike and Mamie' 


Currently Thompson is a somewhat timid GOP can- 


didate for Florida Secretary of State. He bravely in- 
sists that lie is in the race to win but is given little 
Chance in this Democratic state. His celebrated daugh- 
ter is among the skeptics. "Barbara feels my candidacy 
is something of a gesture," he admits. 


The Colonel did not notify the White House of his 


plans to run for office, and there has been no reaction 
from the President. "The Colonel does not lean on 
Ike at all," says. associate Johnson, adding with a 
smile: "And Ike hasn't sent him any legal business." 


Like the President, Colonel Thompson loves bridge 


and even plays "erratic" golf—although he prefers 
gardening and carpentry. He explains apologetically: 
"Golf takes a lot of time, and I'm too busy." He never 
has been an Ike golfing partner, and only once has he 
been a guest at a White House stag dinner. 


The two grandmothers: Just as the Colonel is some- 
what like the General, so arc their wives somewhat 
alike. Beatrice Thompson is a gracious hostess. "There 
is warmth in her living room," say the Edgar Johnsons. 
"She has the knack of making people feel pleasant." 
At a recent bank opening she was observed quietly 
befriending a lady who had been standing alone on the 
fringe of the crowd. 


Mrs. Thompson is an accomplished musician and 


artist. She plays first violin in the local symphony 
orchestra, entertains friends on the baby grand piano 
in her living room. The paintings found throughout 
the house are largely her own. She makes most of her 
own clothes, including the suit she wore to the last 
inauguration. 


Mrs. Thompson is a volunteer hospital worker and 


led the local Mothers' March for the March of Dimes. 
Her husband was the drive's county chairman. After 
the Hungarian bloodbath, the Thompsons took in a 
Hungarian refugee. Mrs. Thompson painstakingly 
taught her English and cared for her until she could 
make her own way. "The Thompsons are fine neigh- 
bors," says Mrs. Thomas Snow, who lives just across 
the street. 


The Eisenhower-Thompson relationship: "Our rela- 
tionships with the Eisenhower family," says Colonel 
Thompson, "have always been very pleasant and cor- 
dial. Our Army backgrounds make for better under- 
standing between us." The Thompsons see very little 
of their fellow grandparents, however. 


Since Ike entered the White House, the Thompsons 


have been invited there only twice, for the 1952 and 
1056 inaugurations. The two sets of grandparents ex- 
change anniversary greetings, but otherwise do not 
write to each other. 


In the Thompson living room, separate pictures of 


Ike and Mamie are displayed on each side of the 
couch. Also on display is a reproduction of one of the 
President's paintings. It is of the kind, however, that 
goes out from the White House each Christmas to a 
long mailing list. "Percy and Bea definitely do not keep 
in close touch with Ike and Mamie," says cousin 
Martha. In this they are not much different from 
many other sets of grandparents. 


The Thompsons of Gainesville have their world; 


the Eisenhowers of Washington have theirs. But there 
is one common subject that can create a warm glow 
in the White House or in the English Tudor house in 
Gainesville. And that is the latest doings of David, 
liarbara Anne, Susan and Mary Jean Eisenhower.

Q Hello, Grandma Moses. You were rending a news- 
paper when we cunie in. Do yon fallmi' the news? 
A Yes, 1 do. I read my newspapers every clay before 1 
take a nap. I'm getting lazy, though. I used to get up 
at 6 and paint until lunchtimc and then read. Now I 
don't get up until 7. 
0 What interests yon most in the news? 
A Politics. I've met that man Truman and Ike writes 
to me. I try to lind out what they do with my taxes. 


Q Looking hack over the years, Granilma, what period 
in your life seems to hare heen the most satisfying? 
A 1 guess it was my childhood. But then, all folks as 
they get old like me think more of the past than of the 
present. Childhood it the happiest because we don't 
dread the future. 


Q You had 10 children, Grandma, and fire lived to 
be adults. Yon now have 11 grandchildren and 30 
great-grandchildren living. You must have definite 
ideas about rearing children. 
A Certainly. Most children would be better off if they 
got a good spanking now anil then. 


Q Yon have had a full life. What is your most vivid 
memory? 
A It was when I was 4 years old. We were going to 
visit my grandmother and I had to put on shoes and 
stockings. On the way I saw oxen for the first time and 
wanted to get out of the buggy, take off my shoes and 
walk in the grass to see them.

Q Grandma Moses, what led to your professional 
painting career? 
A One day one of my daughters brought a yarn pic- 
ture to me and said, "Mother, you can do better 
than that." I decided to try. I enjoyed doing needle- 
work because I could listen to the gossip while I 
worked. Yon can't do that with regular painting be- 
cause you've got to concentrate every minute. 


Q What made you shift eventually from needlework to 
oil painting? 
A The yarn faded and I wanted something jnorc per-

manent. Also, rheumatism bothered my hands and it 
was easier to paint than do needlework. 


Q Would you recommend painting (or others in their 
later years? 
A Yes. Painting is one of the most relaxing, lazy ways 
to enjoy yourself. You don't have to think about other 
things or worry while you paint. 


Q You aren't a worrier, are you, Grandma Muses? 
A No, I'm not. I don't have trouble sleeping because 
1 don't worry. I learned long ago that it doesn't pay to 
worry because the things you worry about are always 
there. Worrying won't chase them away. Work will. 


Q Grandma, September 7 you will be 100 years old. 
You're had a full, productive life. Do you hare a mes- 
sage for persons in their 70s or older that may help 
lliem enjoy their remaining yean more? 
A I don't know how much good it will do but I would 
tell them not to think about growing old or dying. The 
Lord put us on this earth to enjoy ourselves, and we 
should.
